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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

The following guidelines illustrate the preferred layout for the specification of a utility 
application.

COMPACT DISC (See 37 CFR 1.52(e)(5) and MPEP 608.05. Computer program 
listings (37 CFR 1.96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37 CFR 1.821(c)), and tables 
having more than 50 pages of text are permitted to be submitted on compact

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1, 3-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Feng et al. 
(US 2001/0031053 Al, hereinafter "Feng"). 

Regarding claims 1,4,9, Feng discloses a method for analyzing an acoustical 
environment comprising: 

registering acoustical signals at at least two reception locations (microphones 22 and 24 
are mutually distant by a distance D; Figure 12); 

calculating electronically at least one of the distances of sources of acoustical signals 
with respect to at least one of said locations (a distance tr from source SI to right microphone 24 
is calculated as well as a distance r L from SI to left microphone 22; page 8, paragraph 90); 

amplitude filtering (K is chosen to provide a convenient amplitude level; paragraph 94); 

weighing a signal, thereby generating an output signal. . . (equalization factors are 
calculated to calibrated for asymmetries in the sensors; paragraphs 93-96). 
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Regarding claims 3, 5, 12-13, note filters 32a, 32b (Figure 2). 

Regarding claims 6, 10, microphones 22 and 24 are a part of a hearing aid system 110 
(page 6, paragraph 72). 

Regarding claims 7, 1 1, note analog to digital converters 34a, 34b (Figure 2). 

Regarding claims 8, 1 1, note Discrete Fourier Transform stages 36a, 36b (page 4, 
paragraph 48). 

Regarding claim 14, note dual delay line 40, switch 80, and localization 70 (Figure 2). 
Regarding claim 15, note Inverse DFT 82, D/A 84, AMP 92 and speaker 94 (Figure 2). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claim 2 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Yamaguchi et al. and Hou show other hearing aid devices with multi-microphone 
directional processing.
